Each has flled a re- 
turn showing his cost of production 
and deducting the expenses which he 
thinks he should be allowed to sub- 
tract from the total of his income. 
Now, of course, it is improbable that 


all the ..bakers, for example, acted Jn 
a conspiracy to put 
down exactly 


how much their costs ot, production 
were in any year. 
Competitors Xot Conspirators. • 
Competitors do -not engage in con- 


spiracies. 
So- on the face of it, the 


goyernment has a general collection 
of statistics on each trade, profes- 
sion or business. 
And then when, 
somebody comes along: and wants to 
claim, that he paid an employe or 
manager §50,000 a year when no- 
body in the whole business, whole- 
sale or retail, included any such re- 
turn, 
the g-ove'rnment investigator 


takes the matter in hand. 
To be, 


sure, some odd cases have arisen, j 
And some big concerns have been on 
the carpet here about -excessive" 
salaries.
